street commissioner, and new ones 
have been put up with the warning. 
"Dump no garbage here." Mr. San- 
ders warns the public to weigh -the 
change of one word carefully before 
they rally to the movement to fill up 
ravines. 
It is the intention of the health de- 


partment to catch ths garbage dump- 
ers if possible. No leniency is to be 
shown anyone apprehended. Mr. San- 
ders says, because the health laws 
must be obeyed and no garbage is to 
be deposited where it will become of- 
fensive. 
Ashes, tin cans and rub- 


bish of any kind that will not produce 
a stench or become a nuisance may be 
dumped.

It takes a heated controversy to bring 


to the. surf ace all the shortcomings of both 
contestants. European statesmen have 
overlooked nothing in the record of this 
government of of the forty-eight states 
composing it, in seeking reasons "why the 
billions owed to the United States should • 
not be paid. 


A. great many -were shocked when they 


learned from European sources that some 
of our o\vn states owe money upon bond 
issues long past due and which in fact have 
been repudiated. It is the'truth never- 
theless and something of which no one 
can be very proud. 


Some'of the southern states, notably 


Texas, have repudiated their direct obli- 
gations. These obligations had nothing to 
do with, the Civil "War nor the Confeder- 
acy. 
.Texas borrowed a large amount of 


money for the purpose of internal im- 
provements. It actually received the 
money. It actually made some of the in- 
ternal improvements, mostly highway con- 
struction. The bonds that it issued were 
sold broadcast, most of them outside the 
Texas borders. Some of them even found 
their way to residents of Europe. 


Texas found it difficult to pay. Times 


were hard and taxes were high. In this 
situation there entered into Texan polit- 
ical life the usual political figure. 
His plan was to bring happiness 
to the Texan people by the simple ex- 
pedient of repudiating its obligations. It 
was not difficult to find a pretext. The 
people were in a receptive mood. The of- 
fice-seeker wfco promised a repudiation of 
the bond issue became popular. The vot- 
ers were blind to the results. 


Under the constitution of the United 


States, each state being for certain pur- 
poses a sovereignty unto itself, it cannot 
be sued without its consent. In other 
words there is no legal means at hand to 
compel any state in the union to pay its 
debts. Happily in most instances legal 
means are not necessary. A state govern- 
ment that is without sufficient honor to 
meet its full obligations is a rarity. - 


But now observe whether or not the 


repudiation of its obligations by a state is 
a profitable act. Texas, it is true, has 
Baved several hundred thousand dollars in 
the manner mentioned; but it had crippled 
its credit and probably crippled it for- 
ever. Investors generally look up the rec- 
ord of the person, corporation or govern- 
ment whose bonds tb^y buy, The record 
of Texas is stained with its repudiation, 
•It cannot borrow Wney at the same rate 
of interest that Illinois can. Not only has 
it hurt its own credit but has hurt the 
credit of every municipality within its bor- 
ders. There isn't a city in the state of 
Texas that can borrow money at the same 
low rate of interest that Appleton can 
borrow it. 


In truth and in fact the state of Texas 


end its municipalities and people have 


> paid out in higher rates of interest many 


times the amount of the principal sum of 
the obligations which it repudiated. 


In repudiating their just obligations, 


the people of Texas saw only the tem- 
porary advantage. They never realized 
that they were visiting upon their chil- 
dren and their children's children the aw- 
ful heritage of dishonor and that the gen- 
erations to follow them would have to pay 
the price that invariably accompanies a 


deviation from the straight and narrow 
track. 


It were better a hundred fold for the 


state of Texas had it met in manfurinan- 
ner its debts when due. 


By far the better policy now would be 


to recognize the old bonds and pay them. 


In the meantime. Italy and France, 


owing the United States several billions, 
derive considerable glee from their dis- 
covery that some of the American states 
have never paid what they borrowed. It 
i? not surprising that under such circum- 
stances the European says "Why not fol- 
low the example of Texas?" 


ADVANTAGES OF THE ROUND TABLE 


Since the courts have decided that com- 


pulsory arbitration of labor disputes in- 
fringes the rights of working people under 
the constitution, an attempt is being made 
to so amend the constitution of the United 
States to permit forceful settlement of 
strikes or other labor disturbances some- 
wvhat on the plan of the Kansas Act. 


The theory is wrong. It is a weakness 


to enact a law to cover every disturbance 
in the relations of people. Long ago the 
American Federation of Labor put for- 
ward the principle of the "round table'' 
or, in the language of Mr. Gompers. "If 
capital and labor will put their feet under 
the same table and discuss their grievanc- 
es, more can be accomplished than in any 
other manner/' 


Capital was not receptive to this idea. 


It has been quite slow to accept it, but 
the idea has made great headway. 


The National Civic Federation at New 


Tork macfe public last Saturday a digest 
of addresses made by representatives of la- 
bor, capital and .the public on the means 
to help eliminate industrial waste and 
minimize industrial disputes. It is a note- 
worthy fact that nearly all the employers 
interviewed showed a decided leaning 
toward conferences at the "round table." 
Labor was unanimous upon the question. 


Hugh Frayne who spoke for the Amer- 


ican Federation of Labor said. "Let me 
affirm most earnestly that the desired bet- 
terment of the industrial situation cannot 
be established unless labor is taken into 
the councils and recognized fully in its 
rights." 


At the same time falter S. Faddis, 


representing the Building Trades Employ- 
ers Association remarked that "There is 
far better cfianee to dispose of these ques- 
tions impartially and without. excitement 
when seated together around the same 
table. By following this procedure in the 
building trades we send our groups away 
reasonably happy.:' 


"We believe that considerable will be ac- 


complished in every industrial dispute by, 
means of the "round table." "We know 
that much has been accomplished in the 
past by following that method. The round 
table brings to the front the human ele- 
ment so essential in the discussion and set- 
tlement of all human problems. 
"When 


men rub shoulder to shoulder, good na- 
ture has a chance to assert itself. 


Compulsory arbitration'.sounds like a 


good theory. Lots of things sound good 
in theory that aren't worth a snap. Com- 
pulsory arbitration, sends both groups 
back dissatisfied. Voluntary settlement 
by personal negotiation will more often 
end in a satisfactory solution. •

WITHOUT TRYING 


Bell Was Working on Some- 


thing Else'When Idea Came 
' to His Attention 


The telephone as we know it to- 


day is due to many able Inventors, but 
Alexander Graham Bell was the pio- 
neer of them all, the first person that 
ever transmitted speech by wire. 'The 
priority of Bell's Invention was es 
tabllshed by the long-drawn-out law- 
suits that followed, the first commerci- 
al exploitation of his invention. Bell 
was a student of acustics, an elo- 
cutionist of note, and a teacher of 
deaf mutes by" a system of "visible 
speech invented by his father. He -vas 
born and educated in Scotland, but 
was living in Boston whrn he made 
his great invention. Though he had 
long cherished 
vague plans for 
a 


speaking telephone, ho was actually 
trying to Invent somethings else: viz., 
a "harmonic telegraph." by which It 
would be possible^to send several tele- 
graph messages at the same time over 
one wire.

While William Jennings Bryan and 


Clarence Darrow are fighting cut 
the theory of evolution in the court- 
room in Dayton. Tenn., the rest of 
us who are unable to travel to that 
now famous village to listen to the 
arguments of these presentday giants 
can get a lot of fun. If we wish, out 
of reading about an earlier battle on 
the subject of evolution by two men 
very much greater than either Bryan 
or Darrow. 


The two men who staged this his- 


torical battle a half century ago were 
Charles Darwin and Samuel .Butler. 
They did not meet in a courtroom 
and neither of them was an orator. 
They fought with printer's ink uiid 
they wrote books as arguments In the 
great controversy instead of pronounc- 
Ing orations. 


Do not get the Impression from this 


that either one of them was trying to 
disprove'the theory of evelution, be- 
cause they were both strong evelu- 
tionists. Darwin, even the most ign- 
orant person known was an evolution- 
ist, so much so that he is popularly 
looked upon as the father of evolu- 
tion-pa very mistaken notion. 
But 


Samuel Butler was also a strong ev- 
olutionist and he wrote almost 
as 


voluminonsly on the subject as Dar 
win did.

But he was bitterly opposed to the 


Darwin brand of evolution; in fact, 
he was much more bitter against Dar-

than 
as a rule 
are 
those 


who oppose the theory of evolution 
completely, just as there is usually 
no more bitter critic of any particular 
brand of Christianity than the mem- 
ber of another brand of Christianity 
Butler attacked Darwin with a. venom 
that is sometimes appalling, and the 
gentle Darwin was no match in argu- 
ment for the ifbrn controversialist 
who was never so happy, as when he 
was taking the hide on* some one.

Butler on 
the otherhand, while lacking- in data, 
was a masterly debater and he- took 
ever, chance he could get to "smite 
under the fifth rib," moreover, he was 
one of the most original thinkers of 
his time and his passionate Interest 
in his subject was quite a great as, 
Darwin's. There can be no question I 
of the sincerity of- either of the two 
men .

An unfortunate feat-ure of the quar 


rel was a personal element in th 
struggle, Butler making charges 
plagiarism against Darwin that 
extremely painful to read now. Thi 
contest developed -4nto one of bittei 
oersonHl enmity which • extended not 
only to the two men in question but 
to the next generation. It outlasted/ 
the deaths of .both Darwin and Butler 
and a period was not written to it 
until Henry Festing- Jones, Butler's 
friend and biographer, and the son 
of Charles Darwin decided to bury the 
hatchet 'ons after the two 'principals 
in the case had passed off the stage. 


-The controversy itself- is not very 


important now but the' personalities 
Of the contestants are 
fascinating. 


The world knows Darwin best but it is 
not at all certain that Butler's fame 
will not outlast Darwin's. Butler w; 
a much greater writer than Darwin so 
far as pure literature goes. He wrote 
one i of the greatest novels In the 
Kngllsh language, "The Way of All 
Flesh." and one of the greatest satires 
!>inep Swift, "Erewhen." His scientif 
Ic fooks on evolution written in the 
great Darwin controversy are more 
or less forgotten. 


Yet it was subject that Butler was 


chiefly interested «n. 
He did not 


want to write "The Way of All Flesh" 
and he constantly had to be dragged 
back to it. He wanted to write on 
evolution and other similar subjects. 
But the books that he thought little 
of have made his name live while 
those he considered important have 
already been forgotten .

The board also 


urges that legislation be enacted at 
the next session of legislature to bar 
carnivals entirely, as Minnesota has 
done. The resolution is addressed to 
the attorney general and is as' follows: 


"We. the directors of the Appleton 


T. M. C. A. deplore the harmful in- 
fluence of carnivals in our state. Fre- 
quently when barred by a city, they 
show in the outlying districts where 
the city has no Jurisdiction or wheie 
the township will not'interfere. Their 
gambling devices, their men and wo- 
men hangers-on, many <*£ them of 
doubtful character, raise havoc with 
the morals of our youth Many of the
